“I am shipping to you herewith a photograph of the M.A. Stickney 1804 Dollar 
lodged in its original case together with the obverse and reverse; a photograph 
of the original letter which you quoted in your catalogue at which sale 1 acquired 
this coin and the printed copy of the letter. My wife purchased the original let¬ 
ter for me and I went to the expense and trouble of having six copies of this 
made... I regretfully report that my wife is desperately ill, which has materially 
changed my outlook, as you may well surmise.” Also present here is the carbon 
copy of an acknowledgement letter sent on August 31, 1949 by Mehl’s Executive 
Secretary, noting that “Mr. and Mrs. Mehl have not yet returned from Califor¬ 
nia where they had a very nice vacation prior to attending the A.N.A. conven¬ 
tion in San Francisco. They will return here early next week and, of course, Mr. 
Mehl will write you personally at that time.” Present as well is the carbon copy of 
Mehl’s promised reply, thanking Eliasberg for his letter and “beautifully arranged 
mounting of the most famous of all American coins, the Stickney 1804 Dollar.”

I thought best to tell you that so that you may 
wait and make your bid on this lot. It is a beautiful crisp uncirculated specimen, 
uncancelled. The $50.00 and $500.00 notes in the set match it but the $1000.00 
note is cancelled.. .the $100.00 note.. .is just as perfect as is humanly possible to 
obtain... We are just about catching our breath after the nightmare of the Voetter 
Sale. The Elrod Sale should go easier and quicker.”

At last my plans have taken definite 
form and February first of the following year, nineteen hundred and six is to be 
the publication date of the first issue of The Elder Monthly ...”

A most interesting “get out the vote” polemic, written in opposition to “that 
little group of willful men who have rendered the government of the American 
Numismatic Association helpless and contemptible.” Katen indicts their tactics, 
including those of “the ‘Emperor-King-Potentate’ dealer on the west coast”; “the 
little ‘dealer-stoogie’ in the middle west”; “the ‘playboy-me-too dealer’ in the 
east”; and a “former president of the A.N.A.” Then he gets serious, condemning 
“that little man Sheldon...the little Hitler”; “that egotistical self-centered rubber 
stamp, J. Hewitt Judd”; “a disappointed coin dealer, with personal difficulties of 
his own”; and Lewis Reagan: “I will not call Reagan a Liar—the above two para¬ 
graphs does it for him.” He concludes: Please help to elect a sound, conservative 
and progressive administration. It will pay off in a clean feeling inside of you.” 

E6 Blake, George H. UNITED STATES PAPER MONEY. IN¬ 
CLUDING FRACTIONAL CURRENCY; ALSO THE COIN¬

“Complimentary” is written over the note in blue ink, presumably by Blake. 

E7 Adams, Edgar H. TYPEWRITTEN LETTER TO H.D. 
EGOLF, SIGNED “E.H. ADAMS.” Brooklyn, Feb. 9, 1915. On 
printed letterhead, 28 by 22 cm.

“I am sending the latest catalogue of pattern pieces at fixed prices that I have 
issued. There are none of the higher denominations in this list, but if you are 
interested in any special pieces I will be pleased to submit prices for same...” 
The handsome letterhead depicts two pioneer gold coins and a Schoolgirl dollar.

“The lost has been found. Shortly after you left, I instituted a search and found 
the missing papers and coins on a table in the reading room. I will put these 
down on the desk in your outer office.” Perhaps of more interest, on the back of 
the letter Newell has written a chronology of ancient rulers of Bactria, Kabul and 
N.W. India.

Addressed in typescript, the letter itself is in duplicated typescript. It begins: 
“Meine 80. Miinzenversteigerung ist beendet. Das beiliegende Verzeichnis der 
erzielten Preise zeigt das steigende Interesse hiibsch und seltene Stiicke wieder 
so zu bewerten, wie zu jenen Zeiten, als bedeutende Numismatiker daran gin- 
gen, zu erhohten Preisen ihre Sammlungen zu komplettieren.” After discussing 
upcoming sales by Wruck and Grabow, the letter regrettably closes: “Heil Hitler! 
OTTO HELBING HACHR Karl KreB.” 

“running off to Malta to cry wolf” 

ElO Gardiakos, Soterios: Obol International. TYPEWRIT¬ 
TEN LETTER TO GEORGES EE RIDER AND MARGARET 
THOMPSON, PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC COMMISSION, 
SIGNED. Chicago, August 15, 1978. Printed letterhead and ac¬ 
companying sheet, 28 by 22 cm. Fold marks, minor discolor¬ 
ation.

Also included are copies of a letter from Gardiakoss attorney and a letter from 
the Library of Congress, Copyright Office. The correspondence revolves around 
the controversy engendered by the Obol reprint of “H.A. Cahns ‘The Coins of the 
Sicilian City of Naxos?’ At the 1978 I.A.P.N. Congress in Malta, Cahn reportedly 
“made somewhat muddled complaints against” Obol. Gardiakos contends that 
the book was not copyrighted, that Cahn was informed of the reprinting, and 
that “we sent H.A. Cahn 31 unsolicited gratis copies of our reprint edition... This 
represents 10% of the edition of 300 books.” The letter continues at some length, 
complaining about Cahn “running off to Malta to cry wolf” and staunchly de¬ 
fending Obols actions and publishing activities. Quite interesting. 

Ell Zerbe, Farran. COLOR POSTCARD SENT TO MR. 
AND MRS. GEO. J. BAUER, SIGNED. Falmouth Heights, Sept. 
2, 1942. Color view of Falmouth Beach, Falmouth, Cape Cod, 
Mass, on front, note written on back in blue ink, with canceled 
14 stamp affixed. 9 by 14 cm. Fine. (25.00) 

“Nice of you to say Hello! from Cinci. Sorry could not be there. We have enjoyed 
the summer here. Balmy.” The reference to Cinci(nnati) refers to the annual ANA 
convention, held there the week before. 

E12 Hoffmann, H. PRIX DE VENTE...DE LA COLLEC¬ 
TION DE MONNAIES ROMAINES, GRECQUES, ETC. DE 
FEU M. LE MARQUIS DE MOUSTIER. (Paris, 1872). 12 pag- 
es.

A scarce prices realized list of a major 19th century sale of ancient Roman coins, 
which realized 96,537 francs. The list features a novel marketing innovation: “Les 
numeros annotes dun H ont ete acquis en commission par I’Expert; les autres, 
oil figurent deux HH, sont achetes pour son compte personnel et restent a la 
disposition des amateurs.” 

E13 Newcomb, (Howard R.). U.S. COPPER CENTS ... NEW- 
COMB. ADDENDA. (New York): Numismatic Review, Publish¬ 
er, circa 1944. Single printed leaf, 30 by 23 cm. Near fine. (20.00) 

A scarce supplement to this landmark work: “Several minor impressions did not 
register when this book was being printed. This corrected plate shows the omis¬ 
sions in red ink.” 

E14 Stewart, Frank H. POST CARD: FIRST UNITED STATES 
MINT. (Philadelphia), mid-1920s. Color view on the front, un¬ 
used. 9 by 14 cm. Fine, [with] Whitford, Craig. COLOR POST¬

The first postcard depicts Lamasures famous painting; the second illustrates a 


painting commissioned by Whitford, based on the Lamasure image. The first 
notes Stewart’s “new six-story fireproof building on the site of the three old Mint 
buildings” and that its owner “has compiled a history of the First U.S. Mint...” 
Whitford writes in part: “Thought you might like to see a photo of the painting I 
had done this past year.”

Barnsley writes that the sale “carries a splendid listing of 337 different die com¬ 
binations of Connecticut Coppers and 66 duplicates” and notes that “we have 
transposed these 403 entries onto our Die Combination Tables which appeared 
first in ‘Corrigenda Millerensis’, {Colonial Newsletter, Jan. 1972). These tables 
on four sheets are attached hereto.” He goes on to identify illustrations of “48 
pieces...missing from the halftone plates” and to list a number of typographical 
errors in the catalogue. 

E16 Franklin Mint. THE OFFICIAL 1977 INAUGURAL 
MEDAL [JIMMY CARTER], SOLID BRONZE — PROOF 
EDITION. 2.75 inch diameter medal, housed with plastic easel 
in the original white box.

An interesting account of an early Mehl controversy. 

EI8 Haseltine, J.W. UNITED STATES’ SLAVE TRADE, 1830.

Pierce marks at left margin. Near fine. (25.00) 

Haseltine offers engravings for 20 cents, taken from the original copper plate 
which “was found many years ago by workmen engaged in removing the ruins 
of Anti-Slavery Hall, in Philadelphia, which was burned by a mob in 1838.” The 
print itself, not present here, is described as depicting a group of slaves in chains, 
“one of them a mother fastened to her children... In the background, slaves are 
working in gangs, and one man is being flogged. The United States Capitol, sur¬ 
mounted by a flag, overlooks the scene in the distance.” An example of this flyer 
in the Library of Congress appears to be identical except that Haseltine’s name 
and address at the base is absent. The LC also holds a print of the engraving. A 
rare ephemeron marketed by this pioneering American coin dealer, who, wheth¬ 
er by necessity or inclination, broadened his commercial activities beyond the 
numismatic sphere.

The first 127 listings are comprised of books and other publications, “all pub¬ 
lished in Richmond,” none dated later than 1866. No. 128 comprised 5,10 and 20 
cent stamps. Nos. 129-131 featured Confederate Notes (No. 130 being a $1000 
note priced at $5.00). The final six listings offered Confederate Coupon or Regis¬ 
tered Bonds (including an April 30, 1863 registered $20,000 bond, also priced at 
$5.00). This early publication does not appear to be recorded in the excellent new 
Fricke & Reed and Hilton works on the topic. 
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E20 [Chapman, S.H. & H.] Haseltine, John W. ANNOUNCE¬ 
MENT OE THE SALE OE THE WARNER COLLECTION. 
Philadelphia, (1884). Single sheet, printed on one side, 28 by 20 
cm.

A rare advertising flyer issued by the Chapman brothers’ patron. Essentially, 
Haseltine reproduces the brothers’ “2d Mo. 7th, 1884” sale announcement letter, 
and he closes with: “1 would respectfully solicit your orders for the catalogue and 
the sale.”

Completed by Brand with his bold autograph at the head, followed by a listing 
of five checks totaling $2060.00. The back of the form features a list of over a 
dozen three digit numerals from 100 to 223, perhaps comprising a list of desired 
coin lots coming up for sale at auction (perhaps Mehl’s February 15 sale. Elder’s 
February 23 sale or an upcoming European auction). 

E23 Ciani, Louis. MEDAILLER ACAJOU STYLE ANGLAIS. 
Paris, circa 1920s? Fine photographically printed plate depicting 
a coin cabinet, with tissue guard. 26 by 20 cm. Horizontal fold- 
mark.

A finely-crafted English style mahogany coin cabinet is depicted and offered for 
sale in this handsome flyer. Fourteen inches tall with double doors and twenty- 
five wide drawers, it was priced at 1.100 francs.

The flyer offers bronze proofs of “a new medal of George Washington, executed 
by the late Charles C. Wright, of New York,” priced at $4.00.

Two rare flyers promoting the sale of this popular and engaging work, crammed 
with American numismatic legend and lore. As a cambist, it has many useful 
numismatic applications, but the section on American coins is by far the most in¬ 
teresting. Historical facts and unsubstantiated rumor are interwoven indiscrimi¬ 
nately into entertaining if not always accurate accounts. The first flyer features 
the ink stamp of John W Haseltine with the name of the original vendor no 
longer present at the bottom. The vendor’s name is also clipped from the second 
flyer. A comparison of the two reveals that 1,453 coins were reproduced in the 
first edition, 1,749 in the fifth edition, to which is added “yearly statements of the 
pieces coined” and an “impartial list of premiums of every coin.”

Priced at $5800.00 net, four numbered “References” are 
appended to the invoice, citing a contemporary advertisement; an illustration of 
the piece in the 1961 “Westerner’s Brand Book; a listing in a San Francisco direc¬ 
tory; and a reference to Harazthy in “Financial California.” A most interesting 
and intriguing document.

An accompaniment to Elder’s notable Sale 262 featuring the F.P. Reeve collection, 
citing the venerable “it’s the printer’s fault” defense which, it must be admitted is 
often not without merit. Elder’s numbers, however, do not appear to square up 
in the second instance: “Lots 1390 to 1400-G are withdrawn. These Lots appear 
again under Numbers 1774 to 11791, inclusive. Lots 1765 to 1773, storecards, are 
also duplicated. These are offered now under lots 1792 to 1802 inclusive.” 

E29 Mint of the United States at Philadelphia. INFORMA¬ 
TION RELATING TO COINS AND MEDALS. Philadelphia: 
Frank A. Leach, Director of the Mint; John H. Landis, Superin¬ 
tendent, (1907-1909).

The first page features much of the same data found on the initial page of the fol¬ 
lowing lot. The second page, while adopting the same title as below, mostly lists 
medal prices only in bronze. 

“After January 1,1912, the price of the silver and minor 
proof set will be $1.20 and that of the minor set, 15c. 

E30 Mint of the United States at Philadelphia. INFORMA¬ 
TION RELATING TO COINS AND MEDALS. Philadelphia: 
Geo. E. Roberts, Director of the Mint; John H. Landis, Superin¬ 
tendent, (1911).

The above headline appears as a later addition, stamped in purple ink at the head 
of the initial page. While gold proof sets remained at $38.50 ($1.00 over face), 
silver and minor sets (91$ face) decreased from $1.50 to $1.20, and the price for a 
minor set (1$ and 5$) nearly doubled, from 8$ to 15$. Single gold proofs could be 
acquired at 25$ over face. The first page comprises information about the where 
and when of various coinage issues, noting that the “ ‘O’ for New Orleans, La., 
[was] discontinued July 1, 1911”; proof coin data; and other interesting facts, 
including “The Mint has no pattern pieces for sale”; “Fifty-doUar gold pieces and 
half-dollars and quarter-dollars in gold have never been authorized...”; and “The 
Mint does not buy old coins...” Pages 2-4 comprise a “Price List of Gold, Silver 
and Bronze Medals Which Can be Obtained at the Mint...” Over 140 medals 
were available, arranged in various categories.

Lyman Low actively promoted numismatic books 
during his early career, both through various fixed price publications and attrac¬ 
tively-printed advertising pieces. Given their ephemeral nature, few of the latter 
have survived. The present flyer appears to offer the first printing of the Guide, 
noting the presence of “1600 engravings.” Low proclaims: “As a hand book for 
the use of the Coin Collector and guidance of the mere visitor, its value cannot 
be over estimated.” Closing his sales pitch with a bit of hyperbole. Low writes: 
“The sale of this book has Exceeded all other Publications in America which treat 
upon the science of Numismatics. Everybody Buys It.” Judging from present sur¬ 
vival rates. Smith’s “vade mecum” was not sold in great numbers and it was soon 
utterly vanquished by the relentless march of George G. Evans’ veritable phalanx 
of editions of the Illustrated History of the United States Mint.”

Elder described it thus: “my new publication, the numismatic phi¬ 
listine, which will be published now and then...will occupy a distinctly novel 
field, distributing grains of horse sense and pungent wisdom over the arid field 
of numismatic drouth, and rain occasional humor on a pursuit which is associ¬ 
ated in most minds with premature baldness, the cultivation of Virginia creepers 
and a surly disposition.” The Philistine was scathingly critical of the American 
Numismatic Association as well as the New York Numismatic Club. In the first 
issue, a proposed “official seal” for the latter organization depicts on one side an 
“Entrance Examination,” in which, through a magnifying glass, the scalp of a 
potential member is closely examined, and the other side proclaims in the field: 
“Orgies second Friday.” In his succeeding Elder Magazine, the publisher toned 
down his rhetoric, noting that “The ‘Numismatic Philistine’ is no more... While 
it may have performed a few real services for the cause of Numismatics, its po¬ 
litical ‘murmurings,’ had they continued, might have eventually raised the roof’ 
instead of accomplishing reforms.”

Whether all of the Numismatic Review bindings offered above were ever executed 
is unlikely, and few complete sets in any uniform binding appear to have been 
produced. Most significantly, the fact that bound Hall and presumably other 
catalogues could be purchased directly from the binder helps to explain the ex¬ 
istence of‘sports,’ i.e.. Stack’s and perhaps Numismatic Galleries sales of the pe¬ 
riod obviously bound by Martin but differing in some particulars from editions 
known to have been commissioned by the auction firms involved. Some years 
ago, as an example, we sold a number of bound auction sales from the library of 
Gene Reale, the origins of which are now less murky.
